No. 46|2|81-Jus.—Whereas the Government 
of India vide its Resolution No. 46l2l81'Jus., 
dated the 4th September, 1981 had set up a 
Commission witli Shri Jaswant Singh, Retired 
Judge, Supreme Court of India as Chairman, to 
consider all aspects arising out of the demand for 
the constitution of a Bench of the Allahabad 
High crourt for the western districts of Uttar 
Pradesh and the various aspects of the recom¬ 
mendation made by the State Govt.; 

And Whereas the time fixed for submission of 
the report by the Commission has expired and 
the Commission has asked for extension of time; 

And Whereas on demands being made, from 
time to time, for the establishment of permanent 


benches of the High Courts of Gauhati, Rama- 
taka, Madhya Pradesh and Madras at places 
other than their principal seals, the State Govern¬ 
ments concerned have either requested the Gov¬ 
ernment of India to agree to ihe establishment of 
such benches or have suggested that such de¬ 
mands be referred to a Commission; 

Now. Therefore, the Government vaf India 
have resolved to extend the time for submission 
of iis report by the Commission upU) and includ¬ 
ing the 13th day of December, 1984 and to re¬ 
quire the Commission to examine and report, 
also, on all aspects of the general question of 
having benches of High Courts at places other 
than their principal seats and rm [he broad prin¬ 
ciples and criteria to be followed in this regard 
and in particular on the demands for the esta¬ 
blishment of the permanent benches of the High 
Courts aforesaid. 

2. The Commission will accordingly submit its 
report on or before the 13th day of December, 
1984.
